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BRANDEIS-USSISHKIN  SERMON  THEME;

On  Friday  evening,  December  12,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  evaluate  the  Jewish  significance 
of  two  great  Jewish  personalities,  Louis  Dembitz  Brandeis  and  Menachem  Mendel  Ussishkin, 
who  departed  this  world  in  recent  months.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  two  persons  who  in 
background  and  temperament  were  more  radically  different  than  the  late  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and  the  late  official  head  and  guiding  spirit  of  the 
Jewish  National  Fund  in  Palestine.  And  yet  these  two  men  so  far  apart  in  life  situation 
and  personality  shared  Jewish  objectives  and  a  Jewish  program.  What  were  the  elements

In  it  you  will  find  the 
outline  of  the  service  at  the  menorah  and 
suggestions  for  making  that  service  colorful 
and  significant.  The  Sisterhood  will  also 
present  boxes  of  Chanukah  candles  to  the 
school  children. 

Menorahs  Available 

The  Sisterhood  is  moreover  receiving  on 
consignment  a  supply  of  menorahs.  These 
will  be  sold  at  cost  to  any  member  or 
friend  of  the  congregation  who  requires 
one.  Rabbi  Steinberg  urges  every  household 
affiliated  with  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
to  make  certain  that  it  has  a  menorah 
which  is  aesthetically  appealing.  As  Scrip¬ 
ture  long  since  indicated,  the  religious  life 
strives  not  only  for  holiness  but  also  for 
the  beauty  of  holiness.

A  SPECIAL  MESSAGE 

Among  the  many  expressions  of  senti¬ 
ment  which  have  come  to  us  from  various 
sources  one  of  the  most  interesting  and 
touching  is  contained  in  a  letter  sent  to 
Rabbi  Steinberg  by  Dr.  Hermann  Vogelstein, 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the 
German  scholars  and  rabbis  now  resident 
in  this  country.  The  text  of  that  letter  is 
so  significant  that  The  Scroll  reprints  it: 

“In  these  days  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  Congregation  celebrates  its  Sixtieth 
Anniversary.  I  cordially  congratulate  you 
and  your  congregation  on  this  important 
occasion. 

I  gratefully  remember  your  attitude  and 
that  of  your  congregation  toward  the  refu¬ 
gees  from  our  destroyed  German  Jewry, 
and  particularly  I  gratefully  remember  the 
religious  services  that  I  and  my  family 
attended  in  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
when  we  were  living  in  the  neighborhood 
of  your  congregation. 

Coming  from  Europe  out  of  old  and  im¬ 
portant  Jewish  communities  and  deeply 
grieved  over  the  destruction  of  so  flourish¬ 
ing  a  Jewish  life  I  feel  in  some  degree 
consoled  when  looking  at  the  Jewish  con¬ 
gregations  of  this  country.  Since  more  than 
two  thousand  years  Jewish  fate  is  de¬ 
struction  in  one  and  reconstruction  in 
another  country.  So  we  hope  and  feel 
confident  that  He  Who  keepeth  Israel  will 
keep  His  people  in  the  new  world.  All 
of  the  congregations  here  are  young  ones 
compared  with  our  old  European  Jewries.

The  good  work  of  our  school  found 
recognition  at  a  Keren  Ami  Council  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Jewish  schools  in  Manhattan,  at 
which  occasion  one  of  our  delegates,  Dolores 
Cohen,  of  Class  7Y  was  elected  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Council.  An  incentive  for 
our  efforts  was  the  movie  performance 
given  on  November  30,  depicting  the  adven¬ 
tures  of  a  Palestinian  boy.  This  very 
instructive  and  exciting  picture  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  great  enthusiasm. 

Chanukah  Preparations 

The  preparations  for  Chanukah,  in  all 
classes,  are  in  full  swing.  Some  classes  are 
learning  to  mold  menorahs  out  of  clay, 
others  are  preparing  their  parts  in  the 
Chanukah  performance  which  will  take 
place  on  December  21  and  will  be  under 
the  theme  “Our  Fight  for  Freedom  through 
the  Ages.”
